OUR NEW ELEMENT. 


The class of immigrants now 
coming west are not as thrifty and 
intelligent as men and women 
should be to settle up and make 
prosperous a new country. From 
100 to 200 men, women aud chil- 
dren pass Reno every night, seeking 
a home. If one can judge from 
their conversation, looks and gen- 
eral appearance, they are not a class 
of people calculated to make a free 
country freer or a dull place pros- 
perous. Too many of them are 
from the lower classes of foreign 
depression: They come here be- 
lieving that any change is better 
than nochange. They come with- 
out any idea of what they are to do 
or how they will ge to work todo 
it. They are without means of any 
kind, bringing, in many cases, large 
families of small children, hanging 
to the ragged apron strings of an 
ignorant mother, to be reared and 
guided by the hand of a father who 
knows not the value of public 
schools, the blessings of free insti- 
tutions or endowed with the com- 
mon sense to make them good men 
and women and useful members of 
society. Oregon and Washington 
catch the major part of this rag-tag 
and bob-tail, but California comes 
in for a small quota, while Ne- 
vada is left out almost entirely. 
The idea suggests itself that if the 
Pacific coast maintain her reputa- 
tion for industry and go-aheaditive- 
ness the people must use some 
means to encourage a better class 
of immigration than has been flock- 
ing west for three weeks back. 
Last night'strain was made up of 
nine cars, and eight of the number 
were filled with bad material to 
build up a comparatively new coun- 
try, but the ninth car was filled 
with neat, intelligent people from 
Poland and Hungary. One of them 
informed a GAZETTE reporter that 
every man in their car had from 
$1,000 to $12,000 in money, and that 
they came here to make homes. 
But where one with means, 
brains and an honest heart lands at 
Castle Garden, New York, there 
are 20 follow who have none of 
the qualifications so essentially 
hecessary to make good citizens in 
America. Black hearts, quarrel- 
some, unhappy dispositions and dy- 
namite never made a country, nor 
ever will.

DANCER IN DIRT. 


The Chisago Sanitary News has 
been publishing a series of articles 
„ this subject. In its issne of 
April ist it discusses the effect 
which water impregnated with or- 
ganic filth has upon the human 
system, and declares that water is 
the favorite vehicle for carrying 
disease thereto. The News, after 
establishing its propositions, draws 
the following conclusions there- 
from: 

(1). That earth is not a disinfectant 
in the sense in which it is usually sup- 

to be—that it does not destroy, 

ut my td absorbs and conceals or- 
filth. (2). That earth which is 

thus satu may appear to be inno- 
cuous when really filled with the 
most concentrated poison. (3). That 
water containing a considerable quan- 


tity of organic matter so closely re- 
sembles pure water that it cannot be 


distinguished by its physical prop- 


The above shows the danger of 
allowing a loose sandy soil like 
ours to become impregnated. The 
rains fall on the surface and sink 
through the soil, dissolving and 
carrying down whatever it touches 
that is soluble and forcing it 
into the ground. If it touches a 
well in its travels, so much the 
worse for the well. If slops are 
thrown into a cess pool, all the 
liquid portion disappears into the 
sand or gravel and travels until it 
finds its level. Much of it no doubt 
Strikes wells. The ground is soon 
soaked with such poisons and will 
never be clean again.

The Apache War—A White Rene 
gade Among the Indians. 
Tucson, April 19. 
The Star’s Hermosillo special says: 
The detachment of troops which fol- 
lowed the Apaches from south to east 
of Ures had several running fights 


%iwith them. From Ures to Gambies 


they claim to have killed nearly the 
whole Band. After losing the trail of 
the balance some of the soldiers 
visited Gambies, where a soldier who 
was in the campaign last year recog- 
nized a white man, who was with the 
Inuians at that time, acting as chief 
in one of the fights. This soldier was 
wounded and left on the field for dead, 
but was conscious. From his descrip- 
Lion ot the Apache chief it was thought 
tobe L. F. Streeter, formerly United 
States Indian Agent, aud a most des- 
perate character. For more than two 
years he has been the leader of a band 
of Apaches. His capture proves the 
soldier was not mistaken in his man. 
Governor Torres ordered him brought 
to Hermosillo, but it is doubtful if he 
will be aliye when the order reaches 
the troops. 


DENVER, Col., April 20. 
A special from Gen. Crook’s camp 
at Wilcox, Arizona, says that the 
territorial press exaggerates in order 
to inflame an attack on the reservation 
Indians. No raiders have been in 
Arizona for three weeks past. The last 
alarming report, two days old, that 80; 
Apaches were seen in the Santa Rita 
Range and over in Santa Cruz valley 
above Calabasas, is wholly untrue. 
Tombstone rangers in Wilcox say 
they are on the Indian trail, but do 
not appear anxious to reach San 
Carlos. Crook has been greatly ham- 
pered and annoyed by these inflam- 
matory reports and falsehoods. He 
will move into Mexico on Sunday. 
The force will consist-of 192 Apaches 
and 50 cavalrymen, together with the 
Mexican foree in northern Sonora. 


Fire aud Loss of Life in Sacra- 
mento City. 
SACRAMENTO, April 20. 

A fire occurred early this morning 
on K street, and the roof of an adjoin- 
ing building fell, burying a number 
of persons in the ruins, John Heintz- 
enberger, keeper of the saloon, and an 
unknown man were taken from the 
ruins, dead. Thewounded are Wm. 
Meyers, Herbert Bilse, Jas. Lambert, 
Chas. Evans, Jas. McNalty, D. Bragg, 
L. A. Lucas, J. Woodbridge, Joseph 
H. Reddy, John Higgins, John Sul- 
livan and Geo. Loder. Most of these 
are badly hurt about the head and 
back. Several are known to bestill in 
the ruins. It is believed that all the 
wounded will recover. 

Workmen have been all day exca- 
vating the ruins of the fallen bulld- 
ing. Six bodies have thus far been 
removed and identified: John Heintz - 
enberger, saloon keeper; Thos, C. 
Brilsford, machinist; Henry Kopfe, 
carriage painter; Lawrence R. Miller, 
bookkeeper; C. Rodamacher, barber; 
Henry Schwitzer, carpet beater. It is 
feared other bodies are yet in the ruins, 
as many strangers were in the saloon 
at the time the wall fell. The cause of 
the disaster is not clear. The Grand 
Army hall, adjoining the crushed sa- 
toon, was a two-story brick. The fire 
occurred in the lower story and was 
extinguished without much damage 
to the building, but the west wall of 
the upper story fell bodily outwards 
on the adjoining one-story saloon, car- 
rying it, with its occupants, down in 
the cellar.
